II. Summary of Amendments Contained in Message: 

House Amendment 1 strips out the following Senate provisions, making the bill a narrow one 
exclusively implementing the federal Help America Vote Act of 2002 (“HAVA”): 
 

 Re-establishment of Leadership Funds; 
 Regulation of Issue Advocacy; 
 Continued Moratorium on the 2nd Primary Election; and, 
 Minor campaign finance changes relating to the filing of termination reports and the 

regulation of political advertisements on the Internet 
 
The amendment is substantially similar to the Senate’s HAVA portion of the bill, except for the 
repeal of an obsolete section of law, some cross-reference disparity, a few seemingly superfluous 
provisions relating to voting by disabled persons, and technical/drafting differences.
